ALL EFFORTS ARE IN VAIN 


Confidential Letter to Speaker 
Cannon Hints at Situation 
That Demands Big: 
Naval Force. 


|NO ANTI-TRUST LAW BILL. 


Representative Whip Serves Notice 
That Amendment W Sherman 
Act Will Not Leave the 
Committee. 


Washington, D. C., April 15—{Special.}— 
President Roosevelt got two jolts from con- 
gress today. 

The house ignored his insistent request for 
four new battleships and authorized the 
bullding of only two. 

Représentative Watson, republican whip 
of the house, who Is trying to obtain an early 
adjournment of congress, let it be known that 
the bill championed by the president repos. | 
ing an amendment to the Sherman anti-trust | 
law would not even be brought out from the 
committee at this session. 


President Makes Strenuous Fight. 

The battleship rebuff was a severe one. 
The president has conducted a vigorous cam- 
paign for an increased naval program 
through messages, congressional emissaries, 
and personal letters. Despite this activity 
the two battleship plan as originally drawn 
by the nvaal committee went through by a 
vote of 199 to 83. 

That extraordinary methods were pursued 
by Mr. Roosevelt to defeat. the republican 
leadership of the heuse on the battleships 
question is becoming known and is creating 
a lot of comment. 

in addition to sending in a special message 
to congress the president, wrote letters to 
Speaker Cannon and Representative Hum- 
phréy of Washington adyocating double 
the number of armorciads carried by the 
naval bill.

Cannon Letter Hints at Peril. 
The letter to Speaker Cannon was tntend- 


claimed were srg onan by the president to 
have ite contents made known to members 
justify a reference to it. 

In his letter to the speaker, the president 
gave reasons for an authorization of four 
battleships radically different from the 
reasons given by him in his public message 
yesterday. 

The message placed the recommendation on 
the ground that a strong navy wae the great- 
est guarantee of peace, The letter to Speak- 
er Cannon indicated that there was no telling 
what international complications . might 
arise, and it was well to have a powerful 
naval force to meet an expected emergency. 

The president made plain to Mr. Cannon, it 
is understood, that hie letter to the speaker 
must be regarded as confidential, and must 
not he shown to any person except the chair- 
men of the committees most concerned. 

These chairmen were Tawney of the ap- 
propriations committee, Huli of the military 
committee, and Foss of the naval commit 


tee. 
Apparently they were not impressed by the 


president's concern, for Tawney and Foss, 
at least, were consistent and persistent op- 
ponents of the four dattleship proposition. 
and Tawney, in the house today, offered an 
amendment, which was voted down, for one 
battleship only. . 
*“Oonfidential’ Letter Public. 

According to a story told in the house 
today, Representative Hobson of Alabama 
received a copy of the president’s confidential 
letter to Speaker Cannon, and it is said the 
speaker and chairmen of the committees 
named were startled when they learned that 
Mr. Hobson was showing this copy to his 
democratic associates and using it as an ar- 
gument why four battleships should be au- 
thorized. 

The circulation of the letter hy Mr. Hobson 
aroused indignation, and, according to gossip 
among the cohgressmen, the inconsistency 
of its sentiments with those expressed in the 
president’s message was responsible in part 
for the heavy vote today againt the four 
battleship amendment Mr. Hobson offered. 

Mr. Williams of Mississippi caused ap- 
plause by his opposition to military expan- 
sion. . He referred to Mr. Hobson as a 
young enthu , an expert on naval affairs, 
whose mind is entirely absorbéd along those 
lines.”

Tells of Presidential Threat.

William H. Allen Hits Religious 
Institutions’ Systems. 


INCLINATION TO BORROW. 


Chicago Woman's Club Committee At- 
cacks State Bodies. 


The financial affairs of the average church 
ann the ayerage charitable institution—ia 
Illinois and elsewhere—were handled with- 
out gloves yesterday at a meeting or the re- 
form department of the Chicago Woman's 
club. 

The amount of corruption in the handling 
of church funds and charitable funds among 
people that you and I know would be astound- 
ing, if it could all be brought to licht.“ said 
William H. Allen, an official of the New 
York bureau for municipal research. 

“If the percentage of malfeasance in of- 
fice~of ‘borrowing’ and the like—in the 
churches, in the T. M. C. A., in the T. W. C. 
Ain the religious missionary societies, in the 
hospitals, and similar institutions could be 
compared with the percentage in the city 
government of Chicago, it would be a ven- 
turesome man indeed who would say that 
the city needs attention more than the pri- 
vaie enterprises. 


Can I Be Trusted? 


„Those of us are few who can look in the 
mirror and say, ‘lem sure that I, my father, 
or my boy can be, 365 days in the year, in a 
place of trust where his actions cannot be 
detected and remain absolutely true to that 
trust.’ Perhaps a man's wife is Ul; he asks 
an official to let him use a little of that church 
money. Then the official borrows a little 
for himself. Then he takes it again, and so 
it goes. The $500 on the receipt blank and the 
$5 entered on the stub is far more common 
than the public realizes. 

„And yet the bigger the crook the more 
candid he is when you suggest an investiga- 
tion. If.I were to invite the six leading 
grafters in the United States to this platform, 
they d look you stfaight in the face and talk 
about the beauty of self-government, and 
the Mayflower, and working for the poor, and 
you would wonder why you ever supposed 
them. to be dishonest!” 


Sees Need for Board of Control. 

A more conerete attack upon existing con- 
ditions in the charitable institutions of IIII- 
nols was presented in the report of a com- 
mittee on public accounting of charities, 
which has spent the last year investigating 
the status of the vartous state and private 
charitable institutions. 

Through its chairman, Mrs. George Bass, 
the committee urged the establishment 
of three state bodies. For the state 
institutions, a nonpolitical, 
ot control, to de composed of experts, 
and to have full power to revise and cor- 


_ 


rect methods, supervise and control expend- 


itures, hire and discharge superintendent» 
and employés, and pass upon all complaints 
regarding each and every state institution. 

For the private institutions, the committee 
suggested a board, to which all books of ac- 
count and full statements of methods and 
results shall be submitted with no reserva- 
tion as to their being religious or secular, the 
charter of any institution refusing such 
full accounting and investigation to be for- 
feited.” 

A vigorous state campaign for these re- 
forms will be inaugurated as a4 result of the

committee's report. The body was author- 
ized to increase ite mémbership by addirg 
representatives of various civic bodies, and to 
carry its plan, if necessary, to tha general 
assembly. 

In ita report on ‘conditions the committee 
says in part: 
We find all state institutions, both char- 
table and reformatory, managed by politi- 
cal appointees, with supervising boards, also 
more or less political in appointment, and 
having no power to correct abuses and mis- 
management, being able merely to suggest 
changes and reforms to the governor. 

We find institutions of all sorts, char- 
table and reformatory, some receiving state 
and county money, and all receiving money 
and bequests from the general public—so- 
liciting them, in fact. Some of these are 
run under the name of greatchurches. ‘hey 
are all managed by private boards, and 
have no outside supervision whatever as to 
methods and results and no obligation to 
account to anybody in regard to funds re- 
ceived and the expenditure thereof. 


Freedom from Control. 

We find a city and state full of hosp!- 
tals, with no necessity upon them to ac- 
count to the state or to the public as to 
economy of management, or as to medical 
and surgical methods and results, or as to the 
ethical] right of same of them to close their 
operating rooms and wards to all but a /a- 
vored few practitioners. 

“We also find groups of kind hearted per- 
sons, moved by some especially distressing 
case, without investigating to see whether 
the field is already covered, starting new 
charities, duplicating worthy ones already 
existing. and asking the same public for 
money. These and the constant repetition 
of charity entertainments during the social 
season, each nerve and health racking, and 
meager in results compared with the enor- 
mous expense account, are an obvious eco- 
nomic waste.”

SAYS ‘GOOD-BY; BOTHERATION.’ 


German Bacteriologist Quits Chicago in 
Haste, Driven,.He Says, by Friends, 
Citizens, and nne

“Iam Mterally driven from Chicago, where 
I came on Monday for a week's rest, by ever 
solicitous friends and citizens and news- 
paper reporters, and I am obliged to leave 
Chicago at once testlly declared Dr. Robert 
Koch, the German scientist, to the clerks 
at the Auditorium Annex hotel last night. 

He packed his five large trunks and had 
them shipped to St. Louls by express, tagged 
„Hold till called for within two or three 
weeks’: paid his bill, bundied his wife and 
his brother from St. Louis into carriage and 
cab, and was driven to the union station. 
where he boarded a train for Milwaukee. 

The interruptions which so disturbed the 
scientist reached à climax yesterday when 
a party of local scientists and several cit- 
izene stormed his apartments with pressing 
invitations for banquets and social gather- 


ings. 


„I came here for absolute rest.“ was the 
doctor’s response. We are touring the 
world for a rest, and rest I shall have at 
any and all costs. I thank you sincerely for 
this expression, but must refuge them all.“ 

He expressed himself during the day to 
hotel employés as well pleased with Chi- 
cago and its many interesting sights. But,” 
he added, “I cannot stand this constant 
demand for audiences, interviews, and both- 
erations.”

This is the season of the year when the 
housewife, in her effort to get the cleaning 
and renovating done quickly, hires anybody 
who comes along with a rug beater. Now, 
Im not saying all these fellows who goa 
around seeking work are thieves, but many 
would steal a red hot stove. 

“There is an army of men who find work 
at doing odd jobs during the house cleaning 
season, and it has been my experience that 
there is a large increase in the number of 
thefts during this pertod.

New York, A ru 10.—In a two days’ session 
which began with bitter factional 
disputes and was concluded la tonight amid 
scenes bordering on the riotous, the demo- 
cratic state convention squelched a boom for 
William J. Bryan, failed to mention hie name 
in the platform, drove the Kings county fac- 
tion, headed by Senator Patrick H. MceCar- 
ren, from thelr seata, and chose an un- 
‘pledged delegation to the national convention 
at Denver. 

The last hour’s business was transacted 

amid a hubbub that made it almost impossi- 
ble to determine the will of the delegates as 
‘expressed in their voting. 

During the day the Bryan men, who had 
already been defeated in the committee on 
resolutions, abandoned their attempt to have 
the national delegates instructed for Mr. 
Bryan. 


Will Call Another Convention. 

Harry W. Walker, one of Bryan’s most en- 
thusiastic supporters in New York, declared 
he would issue a call for another state cdn- 
vention to send a contesting delegation to 
Denver. 

The real fight of the convention centered 
in an attempt to oust the Brooklyn delegates 
headed by Senator McCarren. This attempt 
was successful as was the move to have the 
state committee name its successor instead 
of its members being elected, as formerly, 
by the several senatorial districts. 

Senator MeCarren, beaten in committee, 
carried his fight to the floor of the convention 
and before he was voted out of that bod 
threatened that never in the lifetime of those 
present would Tammany be able to elect an- 
other democratic mayor. McCarren was 
cheered, hissed, interrupted and insulted. 

After the report of the credentiais commit- 
tee was read McCarren arose and began his 

He was diternately — with 
cheers and derisive cries when he finally ad- 
dressed the convention, and once was insult- 
ed by a man on the platform near him. The 
senator told this man he would talk to him 
outside the hall. 


McCarren Defies Enemies. 


Amid scenes tense and dramatic in the ex- 
treme he first appealed to the convention to 
refuse to sanction the majority report of the 
committee, and followed this up with delib- 
erate defiance of those who, he said, were 
excluding him from the place in the party 
councils to which he had been chosen by his 
democratic constituents. He made his fight 
calmly and courageously notwithstanding. 

Alton B. Parker, the last democratic can- 
didate for president, will be chairman of the 
New York delegation to the national con- 
vention. } 4 

After the platform had been adopted an 
the delegates named a scene of wild disorder 
followed the announcement of the names of 
the new state committee. Delegates from 
several districts protested that the names 
read were not those selected. The chairman 
replied that the question was whether the 
convention, through its own committee, 
should be empowered to name the new state 
committee. The aisles were crowded with 
delegates denouncing the proposition. Order 
could _pot be restored, the delegates refusing 
to be seated, and the police for many min- 
utes were powerless to keep them quiet. It 
was thn part midnight and the excitement 
was greater than during the McCarren inci- 
dent. 

The chairman pounded for order until his 
gavel broke into two bits, and then he called 
on fifty policemen, who had been in the hall 
for some time, to restore order. The lat- 
ter failed. Those on the stage crowded 
about the chairman until the sergeant at 
arms was pitched into the orchestra pit. 
Amid the din the chairman put and declared 
carried the several resolutions mapped out 
in committee 


Unusual Platform Adopted. 

In addition to being the shortest platform 
ever adopted by a democratic convention in 
New York, the convention's declaration of 
principles is otherwise unusual. It ex- 
presses the belief that the democratic party 
has an unusual opportunity to return to the 
control of the national government. 

It says that as the country is greater than 
the party, so is the party greater than any 
of its members, and, therefore, personal am- 
bition and individual preferment must give 
way to the good of the many and the triumph 
of the cause. 

Concluding, the platform says: 

And therefore we, representing the party 
in the greatest state of the union, a state 
whose electoral vote is essential to demo- 
cratic victory, with no animosity or hostil- 
ity for any candidate and animated only by 
devotion to the principles of the party, call 
upon the democracy of the country to send 
to Denver in July next, unpledged, unfet- 
tered, and uninstructed, their ablest, strong- 
est, and most representative men, o the 
end that out of the deliberation and consu!- 
tation of such men, there may be then and 
there nominated a ticket which will rally to 
its support, the Judgment, conscience, and 
vote of a majority of the citizens of the coun- 


try.”

Miss Breckenridge Lays Much 
Blame on Women of Leisure. 


THEY HAVE FALSE IDEALS. 


Make Workers Think Toil Evil and 
Hope to Escape by Marriage. 


“The women of the leisure classes are 
setting a terrible example for the girls of 
the ‘working classes because they foster the 
idea that work is of itself an evil thing, and 
they are responsible also for the harmful 
notion which prevails among the working 
girls that after marriage a life of idleness 
may be led.” 

Such is the opinion of Miss Sophonisba P. 
Breckenridge, assistant dean of women at the 
University of Chicago and a well known set- 
tlement worker, who addressed the South 
End Woman's club at Bessemer Park yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The speaker declared that to eradicate this 
idea the working girl should be trained to 
realize that after marriage her duties and 
responsibilities were even greater than be- 
fore. A strong plea was made for a maxi- 
mum working day of eight hours for women 
under 21. 

1 don’t urge that a girl work after she 
is married, said Miss Breckenridge, but 
she should be taught that she is not giving 
up work for @ life of ease. She is simply en- 
tering upon another sphere of life in which 
her duties and responsibilities will perhaps

GIVES TIME T0 RAISE FUND. 


Rockefeller Grants Harper Li- 
brary Work Extension. 


JAN. 1, 1909, THE NEW LIMIT 


Gift of $600,000 Promised if $200,000 
Is Raised by That Time. 


Thé opportunity to raise $200,000 toward 
the proposed fund of $800,000 with which to 
erect the memorial library to the late Presi- 
dent Harper of the University of Chicago has 
been extended. The board of trustees of the 
university appealed to John D. Rockefeller 
for an extension of time, as Mr. Rockefeller’'s 
offer to contribute $3 to every $1 secured 
from other sources up to §200,000 was con- 
tingent upon this latter sum being raised by 
March 81, 1908. 

The extension of time to Jan. 1, 1909, was 
agreeable to Mr. Rockefeller, and he also will 
extend the time for the payment of the sub- 
scriptions to Oct. 1, 1909. 

Of the required $200,000 subscriptions 
amounting to $157,000 have been received. 
Of this sum the trustees, professors, alumni, 
and students of the university have contrib- 
uted over $100,000. Of the balance to be se- 
cured $43,000, the university community will 
contribute a part, but it will need the sup- 
port of the friends of President Harper and 
the university if the entire sum is to be se- 
cured. 


JEWS CELEBRATE A FEAST DAY.

“Another Abominable Abuse.“ 

“There is another abominable abuse cam- 
mitted in the name of Baster which it will be 
more difficult to correct. I refer to the sale of 
little chickens and ducks, supposedly stuffed. 
These are attractive and are unthinkingly 
bought by many people who would not buy 
the live ones in the certainty that they could 
not raise them. ; 

Ot course, any one has the right to kill 
any animal or bird that belongs to him and 
stuff it or do what he pleases with the car- 
cass. We can do nothing under the anticru- 
elty laws to stop this shameful slaughter 
as long as no undue cruelty is used in killing 
the birds. 

Sees Danger to Health. 

“In this particular case, however, we may 
be able to do something on the ground that 
these carcasses are dangerous to health. In 
the firspplace they are usually the carcasses 
of little chickens or ducks that have died of 
disease. Young chickens or ducks are too 
valuable to kill and set for a few cents, but on 
an average at least half of the ducks in a 
setting die while still young. 

Then, instead of stuffing these little dead 
bodiea, the usual practice is to fill them up 
with injections of arsenic. Certainly, if these 
two things do not make a cause that will 
warrant the intervention of the courts, they 
ought to make people stop buying them.“

Missionaries Predict a Brilliant 
Future for the Orientals. 


CONVENTION SESSIONS END. 


Methodist Bishop Describes Work of 
Church in Foreign Fields. 


That China ts undergoing an awakening 
much greater in extent and more rapid in 
its progress than that which in Japan has 
startled the world during the last genera- 
tion was asserted by several speakers at the 
interstate men’s missionary convention in 
the Centenary Methodist Episcopal church 


yesterday. 


Three of the speakers were the Rev. W. N. 
Brewster of Hankeu,. China; Dr. John R. 
Mott, head of the student volunteer move- 
ment in America; and Bishop J. W. Bashford 
of Shanghai, China. All agreed that in the 
last three years there had been as great 
changes in many lines in China as in the pre- 
vious decade, and that the field for mission- 
ary effort is unequaled in the world. Bishop 
Bashford insisted that never in its tory 
had the church been offered such an oppor- 
tunity as lies before it in the 400,000,000 
Chinese who are rapidly casting off their old 
paganisen and adopting western ideas and 
ideals. 


_ Yearning Politics Rapidly. 

The bishop prophesied that at the present 
rate of progress the Chinese would soon out- 

trip us even in political matters, and that in 
a few years commissions from Chicago might 
visit China to learn the secrets of good mu- 
nicipal government. ’ 

The fight against opium now being made by 
the Chinese was compared to the fight in this 
country against liquor, much to the advan- 
tage of the Chinese. If the temperance 
movement in this country were carried on 
with the enthusiasm and energy of the fight 
against opium in China, he said, it would not 
take five years to drive the liquor traffic from 
the whole country. He held England largely 


to blame for forcing opium on the Chinese in 


spite of all the government can do stop it. 
Dr. Brewster declared that it would cost 10 
cents per capita to evangelize China. Speak- 
ing on The Christian Conquest,” he said: 

“The Presbyterians have voluntarily as- 
sumed responsibility for 100,000,000 of the 
still unevangelized heathen throughout the 
world, the Baptists for 80,000,000, the Con- 
gregationalists for 75,000,000, and the Metho- 
dists, we believe, will accept responsibility 
for 150,000,000. This will mean that we will 
give as a church $15,000,000 for this purpose. 
In the Methodist church it would cost only a 
street car fare a day per member to enable 
us to raise $60,000,000 a year.’ 


Benefits of Co-operation. 

The Rev. Joseph Beech and Bishop Bash- 
ford both spoke at length on the wonders ac- 
complished: in uniting the churches in China. 
In a co e operated on the codperative-plan 
the Methodists teach chemilstry, the Bap- 
tists teach physics, the Quakers teach as- 
tronomy, etc. ' 

In this way,“ he said, by an investment 
of $50,000 each denomination gets the ad- 
vantage of a $250,000 plant. Then, too, we 
have an agreement by which the territory 
is divided among the different denominations 
and when a convert joins one church a letter 
of transfer will be accepted by any other 
church. Thus a man baptized by sprinkling 
will be accepted as a member in good stand- 
ing by the Baptist church for the good of the 
cause. The church of England accepts as 
members men who have not been confirmed, 
and we Methodists. recognize as members 
men converted by the Quakers, who have not 
been baptized at all. We have even cele- 
brated and partaken of the communion in 
common.” | 

The three days’ convention closed last 
night, but all the speakers will immediately 
journey to Milwaukee to take part in 4 sim- 
ar convention which will be held there to- 
day and tomorrow.

I did so and he became angry, accusing me of 
double dealing.’ We had an argument and I 
feared he intended to kill me. 

“I bought the polson on March 24 and two 
days later got another package and mixed 
them both with the flour. Mrs. Renda made 
some bread, which they allate. I would have 
told Mrs. Renda to leave it alone, but I did 
not dare say anything. I went-away early 
and came back at 10 o'clock, when some of 
the neighbors told me they were all dying.

The object of thé Vreeland amendment is 
merely to secure a ation of banks 
which would furnish of themselves a suffi- 
Clent guarantee for bank paper to be used 
as a basis for an emergency circulation. It 
is provided, for instance, thet any ten na- 
tional banks with an aggregate capital and 
Surplus of at least $10,000,000 may form 
themselves into a national clearing house 
association, which will become a body cor- 
porate and which may sue and be sued. 
This association, however, is forbidden to 
exercise any powers whatsoever except such 
as may be necessary to carry out the pur- 
pose of securing an emergency circulation 
under the new law. : 


Amendment Makes Plan Simple. 
With such a voluntary clearing house asso- 
olation in operation the new Taw would be 
extremely simple. Any bank which needed 
money could deposit with the association any 
kind of securities, including commercial pa- 
per, except the bonds specified under the 
original Aldrich act. The officers of the as- 
sociation would thereupon make application 
to the controller of the currency for notes to 
the amount of 75 per cent of the cash value of 
the securities deposited. The treasury de- 
partment would deal, got with an individual 
bank, but with the voluntary national clear- 


belonging to the association would be Mable 
for redemption of this new circulation in 
Proportion to the capital and surplus of each 
bank. 


In practical operation, every banker will 
know that each Institution is being held per- 
soually responsible, and will act as a police 


be, to all intents and purposes a mutual in- 
surance company, and the stronger the bank 
the more interest in insisting that the secur- 
ity deposited by a weak bank shall be gilt 
edged. 

The association itself is empowered to call 
upon any bank for additional securities, and 
upon ite failure to make good the securities 
already in hand may be sold at public auction 
and the proceeds deposited at once with the 
United States treasury for the redemption of 
circulation, In case the money thus derived 
is insufficient, the association may sue the 
hank direct for the deficiency, which consti- 
tutes a lien upon the assets of that bank. 


Two Sources of Supply Open. 

It is@believed that in this way there has 
been found the solution of the problem which 
has puzzled the finance committee eo long. If 
the house adopts this amendment, as seems 
Mkely, although it is by no meane certain, 
every bank in the time of stress would have 
two resources. Af it owned approved savings 
bank securiti it could turn them into the 
treasury direct, and receive 90 per cent of 
their value in circulating notes. If, on the 
other hand,it preferred to associate itself with 
the other banks and to assume its share of 
the responsibility in guaranteeing the com- 
mercial paper put up with the association it 
could secure from the treasury, if. all condil- 
tions were satisfied, 75 per cent of a fair cash 
value of its paper. 

It will be seen that in the Vreeland amend- 
ment, it ig stipulated that not less than ten 
banke must be aseociated together 80 as to 
create a national clearing house with an ag- 
gregate capital and surplus of $10,000,000. 
If it were provided that these banks should 
all be in one city, it would bar out all but the 
largest financial centers in the country. For- 
tunately, the terms of the amendment are as 
elastic as the circulation which it is intended 
to be provided. 

There is no Umit to the territorial expan- 
sion 6f these voluntary national clearing 
houses. For instance, St. Paul and Minne- 
-apolis have six Banks each. They oom 
bine together to make a national clearing 
house, and they could, if they chose, take in 
any or all of. the 241 hanks of the state of 
Minnesota. 0 


LINCOLN BANKS FILE OBJECTION. 

Lincoln, Neb., April 15.—[Special.]—The 
Lincoln Clearing House association, in reso- 
lutions recently adopted and sent to other 
banks within the state, condemn the Ald- 
rich currency bill as utterly lacking in 
merit, unneeded, and dangerous. 

The reserve feature and the provision 
which forbids any bank from loaning money 
to institutions of which the officers are 
officers in the bank are especially feared 
by the local financial leaders. . 

The increase in the amount of cash re- 
serves demanded, the resolutions hold, will 
result in the withdrawal of nearly $1,000,000, - 
000, or one-sixth of the funds of the national 
banks, involving a corresponding reduction 
in loans, hampering business, increasiag the 
rates of interest, and generally intensifying 
the precise conditions which the bill pur- 
ports to remedy. . 

The second provision, it is declared, will 
necessitate either a withdrawal from the 


| directorates of national banks of all men 


who are actively connected with large con- 
cerns or the abandonment of a most desirable 
class of loans and will generally curtail and 
disarrange the business of the country. The 
resolutions continue: . 

It is agreed on all hands that the great- 
est defect in our currency system is its want 
of elasticity. This bill affords no remedy 
in this regard; on the contrary, instead of 
providing means for readily increasing the 
supply of currency when needed, it locks 
up continuously and permanently a yet 
greater and unnecessary proportion of the 
country’s banking capital. Any radical 
change in the reserve fund requirements of 
the law is a dangerous experiment which 
congress should refuse to make, and especial- 
ty at a time when an unusual uncertainty

ADJOURNMENT OF CONGRESS 
EXPECTED ON MAY 15 OR 16. 


Legislative Program Probably Will Be 
Completed a Week Earlier, but Presi- 


dent Prefers Later Date. 


Washington, D. C., April 16.—[Special ]— 
Congress will adjourn on May 15 or 16, re- 
maining in session a few days longer than it 
is generally conceded it otherwise might, 
owing to the conference of governors which 
the president has called for the week begin- 
ning May 11.

The effect 
would be, he said, that the directors would 
retire and put “ dummies” in their places. 

Referring to- his own bank, he said the 
twenty-one directors represent corporations 
with a capitalization of over $4,000,000,000 
Four of these directors, he said, were named 
by Senator La Follette as among the 100 
men who he claimed controlled the banking 
interests of the country, and yet not a cent 
had been loaned to any corporation in which 
these four men were interested. 

Mr. Talbert addressed the committee sim- 
ply to say that he indorsed all that Mr. For- 
gan had said, and added: There is not 
one single, sound principle in the Aldrich 


Dill.“ 
Levy Mayer Soores Bill. 

Mr. Mayer, the association's attorney, ad- 
@ressed the banking and currency commit- 
tee in behalf of the delegation. He said that 
the directors of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association who had come to Washington 
represented an annual output of over $2,000,- 
000,000. He begged leave to begin his re- 
marks by demonstrating to the committee 
the fact that congress was inconsistent in 
attempting to pass such legislation as the 
Aldrich bill when it permitted the govern- 
ment to demand currency in payment for 
postage and other revenues. 

Beginning with October; 1907,“ said he, 
“the government refused to accept from 
newspapers certified checks on the govern- 
ment depositories in payment for postage on 
their current issues sent through the malis, 
but demapded that suth payments be made 
in currency. The government practically 
confiscated the quarter billion dollars in 
currency paid to it in postage and internal 
revenue during the last three months of the 
last year. Thig currency was forwarded to 
the subtreasuries and from there to the 
treasury, and was never returned to the 
channels of commerce.“ 

“While the merchants were expected to 
accept the checks on the banks,“ said Mr. 
Mayer, the government practically with- 
drew 280,000,000 from circulation by de- 
manding currency for postage and other rev- 
enues. Papers such as THe CHIcaAGo Tam 
UNE were not allowed to present paper of the 
most unqualified security.“ 


Mayer Fears Loss to Banks. 
Mr. Mayer made the.statement that but 
one-eightieth of 1 per cent of the business of

„We would not even call the Aldrich bill 
half a loaf. Were it not for the fact that 
clearing house certificates advertise a short- 
age of currency, they would. in our estima- | 
tion, be far superior to the emergency cur- 
rency planned by Senator Alrich, but, like 
the-Aldrich currency, would be nothing but 
emergency ciroulation. If congress would 
legalize a currency secured by commercial 
paper, similar to that securing the clearing 
house certificates, this currency, like the 
clearing house certificates, would be retired 
as soon as it had served its purpose, and 
therefore would be absolutely elastic in both 
directions and absolutely safe. 

“Our present bond secured currency is 
elastic in only one direction, and we can- 
not. see how the currency planned by Mr. 
Aldrich will be any different in this respect. 
In theory our bond secured circulation should 
be elastic, but in practice it is not. It 
amounts, therefore, to the same thing a» 
any inflational currency, for the reason that 
it remains in circulation after having served 
its purpose, with the inevitable result that 
it is used in such a way as to raise prices, 
which meane inflation.” 0 


Thinks Measure Conservative. 


The Citizens’ State bank of Sheboygan, 
Wis., writes: 

“In reference to the Aldrich bill the 
writer does not altogether agree with your 
assumption that limiting the security for 
circulation to bonds alone would necessarily 
discriminate against the western bankers. 
The majority of national banks, I believe, will 
be found to carry among their investments 
bonds in a sufficient amount to cover what- 
ever additional circulation the Aldrich bill 
may entitle them to. While I do not contend 
that it would not be a wise provision to ad- 
mit sound commercial paper as security, it 
seems to me there ig in that provision equal 
danger of discriminating against the large 
proportion of country bankers. There are 
among country bankers many who do not 
buy commercial paper. It seems to me it 
would be_a delicate apd difficult matter for 
any committee to say what commercial paper 
should or should not be acceptable. 

“Your suggestion with reference to de- 
positing collateral with the subtreasuries in- 
stead of at Washington alone, J believe, 
would be a wise amendment to adopt. Ger- 
erally speaking, I believe the Aldrich Dill to 
be a conservative measure, and capable of 
furnishing substantial relief in times of 
stringency.” 


In Favor of Amendment. 


The Peninsular Savings bank of Detroit, 
Mich., through its president, J. H. Johnson, 
writes: 

“A bond secured ourrency would not give 
the country the relief it seeks and should 
‘have. If the house would amend the Aldrich 
bill to include commerolal paper it would bea 
long step in the right direction. There is no 
better secondary reserve for a bank than high 
grade and properly selected commercial pa- 
per, automatically maturing from day to day. 
The same principle applies to security for a 
supplemental (I like Mr. Shaw's term better 
than ‘emergency ") currency. It is possible 
that Senator Aldrich will consent to such an 
amendment if the house would accept his 
Dill.“ 

The Merchants and Miners’ bank of Calu- 
met, Mich., sends. through its vice presidént, 
W. R. Anderson, the following: 

„We are opposed to the Aldrich bill for the 
following reasons: 

“A currency secured wholly by bonds is no 
longer adapted to the business of this coun- 
try. No system of currency has ever been 
found to work satisfactorily that has not 
possessed the qualities of safety, expansi- 
bility, and contractibility. 

Our present system of currency is beyond 
question safe, but it cannot be expanded 
quickly to meet the needs of business, nor 
ean it be contracted quickly when no longer 
required. 

The time seems to be opportune for the 
construction by our lawmakers of a system of 
currency which shall be adapted to the needs 
of expanding business of this country. They 
should no longer, enact laws which tend to 
perpetuate our present defective system.

Senate Committee Reports Favorably 
on Bill Relating to $173,000 
Robbery in Chicago. 


Washington, D. C., April 15.—[Special.)— 
The senate committee on finance today made 
a favorable report on Senator Cullom’s bill 
for the relief of William Bolden weck, azsist- 
ant treasurer of the United States at Chi- 
cago. The bill authorizes the proper ac- 
counting officers in the treasury to pass to 
the credit of Mr. Boldenweck the sum of 
$178,000, which is the amount that was stolen 
from the subtreasury in Chicago last year.

ANTI-BETTING LAW MAY END 
RACING AT BENNINGS TRACK. 


United States Senate Passes a Drastic 
Measure Applying to the District of 
Columbia. . 

\ 
Washington, D. C., April 15.—Without dis- 
cussion, dissent; or division, the senate to- 
within twenty-four ho after the 
winding up of the spring race meeting at 

Bennings, passed the bill prohibiting betting 

in the District of Columbia. The bill was 

called up by Senator Carter of the district 
committee, and, after sane 8 read, was imme- 
diately put on its passage 

The anti-gambling provision is a rider on 

a bill providing for the widening of Bennings 

road, the principal thoroughfare leading to the 

racecourse, at the suburb of Bennings. The bill 
originated in the house and has passed that body, 
so that it would not be necessary to send it back 
there but for the fact that the form of the betting 
section was changed by the senate. If the house 
does not accept the change it will be necessary to 
place the bill in the hands of a conference com- 
=— for the adjustment of —— in phrase- 
ology 

As it passed the senate the gambling ‘probibition 
now reads: It shall be unlawful for any person 
or association of persons to bet, gamble, or make 
books or poois on result of any -trotting or 
running race or h or boat race, or race of any 
kind, or on any election, or any contest of any 

Kind. or game of baseball. Any person or asso- 


j. clation of persons violating the provisions of this 


section shall be fined not exceeding $500 or be 
imprisoned not more than ninety days, or both.’’

Employment of Nonunion Engineer as 
Cause—Another Company Says Em- 
ployes Must Be Citizens.

Tug men and pile drivers employed by the 
Lincoln park board in making lake shore 
improvements went out on strike yesterday 
against the employment of a nonunion en- 
gineer on one of the pile drivers. The strike 
involves thirty men. A strike of carpenters 
is threatened today, unless the Lincoin park 
board agrees to employ union carpenters on @ 
bridge under censtruction across the lagoon. 
The board has employed fifteen nonunion 
carpenters at 40 cents an hour to build the 
bridge, according to Charles S. Grassel, busi- 
ness agent of the carpenters’ union. 

Following the lead of the Pennsyivania 
railroad company, the Federal Furnace com- 
pany and the firm of Coats & Burchard have 
posted notices to the effect that after May 1 
no person not a citizen of the United States 
would be employed in those plants. As a re- 
sult 200 alſens will be thrown out of employ- 
ment, if they have not taken out naturaliza- 
tion papers by May 1. It is rumored that a 
number of other large South Chicago plants 
are preparing to issue similar orders. 

The tunnel employés’ union decided in 
the evening to appeal to William D. Mahon, 
international president of the street car 
men’s union, who is expected to arrive from 
Omaha in a few days. The Illinois Tunnel 
company has refused to recoghize the union. 

A meeting of the joint council of the 
United Teamsters of America was held in 
the evening at 10 South Clark street. Three 
additional members were added to the com- 
mittee conducting peace negotiations with 
the team owners.

Slice two medium potatoes thin, add to 
them two tablespoons of cornmeal, one tea- 
spoon of sugar, one scant teaspoon of salt, 
pour over this two pinte of boiling water, and 
set in warm place over night. 

This should be made at noon. In the morn- 
ing stir thie up well aad strain off what you 
want of the liquid, add one scant teaspoon 
of soda, and one-half teaspoon of akk. 
Thicken to a stiff batter with flour and set 
in warm water to rise. : 

When risen take one pint of milk, one-half 
pint of water, and one tab) of lard. 

1 pans half 
full and let come well to the top. Bake Afty 
minutes.

inations Approved by Board. 


JI 0 SEARCH FOR ALL DEFECTS 


Investigations Likely to Embrace the 
Non-Contagious Afflictions. 


— 


Health Commissioner Evans’ plan for a 
general medical examination system in the 
Chicago schools was approved yesterday by 
@ subcommittee of the school board and 
probably will be put in effect before the end 
of the present school year. 

Three representatives of the health de- 
partment—Dr. Evans, Dr. Heman Spalding, 
and Dr. I. D. Rawlings—attended the sub- 
committee's meeting in the afternoon and 
Outlined the plan of the department. This 
involves, briefly, general medical examina- 
tions at stated intervals by 100 health de- 
partment inspectors, who will go from school 
to school to examine the children with the co- 
operation of the teachers and principals. 


To Seek Minor Defectg. 

The inspectors now go into the Bchools oc- 
ecasionally to examine for contagious dis- 
gases; under the new plan they will extend 
their inspection to noncontagious diseases, 
paying particular attention to the folowing: 


Defective vision. 
Defective chest. 
Defective limbs. 
Detective hearing. 
Defective teeth. 
Post-nasal growths. 
Enlerged tonsils. 


Will Fo Parents to Act. 

In each case where defects are found rec- 
erde will be made in triplicate, to be sent 
to the parents, the board of education, and 
the board of health. Parents will de ad-

Officials Face Difficulties. 

Two difficulties which the officials must 
face in carrying ou 2 the plan are possible 
legal troubles and of funds.’ Dr. 
Evans contends that. under ite police pow- 
ers the board of health has a right to do 
anything to protect the health of the city. 
In New York, where the plan has been in 
effect for years, it is not authorized by law, 
but the legality of the plan never has been 
contested, and it is expected there will be 
no more opposition here. 

As for the nurses, either the expense will 
be divided equally between the school board 
and the board of health, or financial help 
will be asked from citizens. 

Representatives of the school board who 
attended the meeting were President Schnei- 
der, Trustee O’Ryan, chairman of the sub- 
committee, Trustee R. A. White, D. F. Mo- 
Millan, head of the child 8 department. 

Larson. ‘The subcommittee 
will report its finding to the cemmittee on 
school management.
